In  submitting  to  you  my  Eleventh  Annual  Report,  I  beg  to  congratulate 
you  on  the  satisfactory  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough. 


Vital  Statistics. 

BIRTHS. 

503  Births  (236  males  and  267  females)  were  registered. 

These  figures  show  an  annual  Birth-Rate  of  18  *i  per  thousand.  This  is 
slightly  under  the  rate  of  last  year — 18  *6.

DEATHS. 


454  Deaths  (209  males  and  245  females)  were  registered  within  the 
Borough. 

On  adding  thereto  34  deaths  of  inhabitants  which  took  place  outside 
the  Borough,  and  deducting  from  the  total  49  deaths  of  persons  not  inhabitants, 
who  died  in  Leamington,  the  corrected  figures  are  439,  which  give  an  annual 
Death-Rate  of  15-  8  per  thousand,  a  satisfactory  decrease  on  the  rate  16  -6  of 
last  year.

In  the  first  and  second  quarters  the  Mortality  was  above  the  average, 
but  below  it  in  the  third  and  fourth  quarters. 


Deaths  under  one  year  show  a  proportionate  Infantile  Death-Rate  of  131  -3 
per  thousand  births,  much  lower  than  last  year. 

32  children  who  died  under  5  years  of  age  were  insured,  a  slight  increase 
upon  previous  years. 


The  Zymotic  Death-Rate  still  keeps  at  a  very  low  figure,  o  •  3  per  thousand. 
This  is  a  very  gratifying  feature  of  the  report. 


The  Phthisis  Death-Rate  is  also  a  low  one,  1  •  o  per  thousand.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever  (Scarlatina). 

40  cases  were  notified,  against  52  cases  last  year.  The  disease  was  of  a 
mild  type,  and  none  of  the  schools  were  closed  in  consequence  of  it.  There 
were  no  fatal  cases. 
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Diphtheria. 

15  cases  were  reported,  against  22  last  year.  Of  these,  5  were  introduced 
from  a  distance,  6  were  due  to  insanitary  premises,  and  4  were  not  traced. 
Three  deaths  occurred,  one  of  which  was  an  imported  case. 


Membranous  Croup. 

One  case  was  notified,  which  ended  fatally. 

Enteric  Fever. 

12  cases  notified  (an  increase  of  5  over  last  year),  5  cases  were  imported 
from  outside  the  Borough,  one  of  which  was  fatal.  Two  cases  were  of  doubtful 
diagnosis,  4  were  probably  due  to  insanitary  surroundings,  and  one  could 
not  be  traced. 


Erysipelas. 

33  cases  were  reported,  of  which  18  were  due  to  climatic  causes,  and  9 
were  chronic  cases.  Insanitary  premises  were  found  in  4  cases. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Prevalent  in  the  third  quarter  and  principally  in  the  North-East  and  West 
Wards.  Four  deaths  took  place. 


Measles. 

Prevalent  in  the  third  quarter,  principally  in  the  North-East,  West,  and  Milver¬ 
ton  and  Lillington  Wards.  The  Lillington  National  School  was  closed,  in 
consequence,  for  6  weeks.  No  death  was  reported. 


Influenza. 

Several  cases  came  to  my  notice  in  the  first  quarter. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  4  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  being  treated  in 
the  Borough. 
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General  Sanitary  Work,  &c. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Department  has  proceeded  steadily  and  satisfac¬ 
torily  during  the  year,  and  a  great  many  improvements,  both  public  and  private, 
have  been  carried  out.  195  Drain  Tests  were  made,  and  182  drains  re-laid 
to  a  sanitary  condition.  423  House-to-House  Inspections  were  made;  886 
Slaughterhouse  Inspections;  317  Cowshed  and  Dairy  Inspections;  and  201 
Inspections  of  Workshops.  I  have  personally  inspected  infected  and  insanitary 
premises  where  necessary,  and  advised  the  Sanitary  Inspector  as  to  any  sanitary 
alterations  needed.  These  instructions  have  always  been  carried  out  to  my 
satisfaction. 

Stoneware  Pipe  Sewers  have  been  substituted  for  defective  Brick  Culverts 
by  the  Surveyor’s  staff  in  Regent  Place,  Portland  Place,  and  Kenilworth  Street, 
and  advantage  was  taken  of  this  by  the  Health  Department  to  see  that  the 
drainage  of  the  adjoining  properties  were  placed  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

The  Disinfecting  Apparatus  has  been  freely  and  successfully  used,  both 
publicly  and  privately.  Since  the  Corporation  Linen  Cart  for  removing 
Bedding  and  Clothing  has  been  in  use,  a  considerable  saving  in  time  and  money 
has  been  effected  in  their  removal. 

Five  Prosecutions  have  taken  place;  4  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and 
one  for  a  breach  of  the  Slaughterhouse  Bye-Laws.  One  case  (under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts)  was  dismissed,  and  in  the  others  convictions  were  obtained  and 
substantial  penalties  inflicted. 

45  Samples  were  taken  for  analysis  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  of  these 
43  were  returned  as  genuine. 

Owing  to  suspected  Arsenical  Poisoning,  samples  were  also  taken  of  the 
different  Beers  supplied  in  the  town,  and  also  of  Syrups,  Jams,  and  Malt 
Extracts.  In  only  one  instance  was  arsenic  found  in  the  samples  taken,  viz., 
that  of  Beer  supplied  by  a  brewery  from  a  distance.  On  the  certificate  of 
analysis  coming  to  hand,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  seized  the  Beer  and  had  it 
destroyed  (over  600  gallons)  under  his  personal  supervision.  It  is  but  fair 
to  add  that  the  Innkeeper  was  entirely  blameless  in  the  matter. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  Borough  is  now  greatly  increased,  by  the  water 
from  the  New  Well  at  Lillington  being  now  definitely  laid  on  the  mains,  and  in 
the  future  there  need  be  no  fear  of  a  water  famine.  The  average  daily  supply 
during  the  year  was  20-8  gallons  per  head. 
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The  Pump  Room  Bathing  Establishment  has  been  reorganised  and  re¬ 
constructed,  and  is  now  nearly  perfect. 

The  Manager,  Mr.  Ravenhill,  formerly  of  the  Royal  Mineral  Water 
Hospital  at  Bath,  has  a  large  and  varied  experience  of  all  kinds  of  bathing, 
and  has  added  all  up-to-date  appliances,  Electric  Baths,  and  Douches. 

The  celebrated  Aix-les-Bains  Douche  is  administered  daily  by  experienced 
masseurs  and  masseuses.  The  Vichy  Douche  is  nearly  completed,  and  a  new 
wing  is  being  added  to  the  present  establishment,  where  all  the  necessary  instru¬ 
ments  for  the  assistance  of  invalids  will  be  installed.  The  Greville  system  of 
Electric  Hot  Air  Baths  has  been  worked  for  nearly  two  years  with  marked 
success.  The  Dowsing  Radiant  Heat  and  Light  Baths,  for  the  same  period,  are 
much  sought  after  for  cases  of  Rheumatoid  Arthritis,  Anchylosis,  stiffened 
joints,  bad  sprains  and  dislocations.  Pulleys,  weights,  etc.,  have  been  erected 
for  the  convenience  of  those  who  may  be  ordered  exercise  in  any  form,  for 
stiffened  joints  and  wasted  limbs. 

The  Thermal  Soolbader,  or  Hot  Carbonated  Brine  Bath,  is  a  great 
feature  of  the  Spa,  and,  taken  under  medical  advice,  is  said  to  rival  Nauheim. 

Schott’s  Exercises  are  given  by  the  Manager  and  Matron,  under  medical 
direction,  at  a  very  moderate  cost. 

The  many  testimonials  from  “  heart  ”  cases  to  be  found  in  the  visitors’ 
book  bear  eloquent  testimony  to  the  benefits  derived  from  the  Nauheim  treat¬ 
ment  at  Leamington.  Another  feature  of  the  new  management  is  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  electric  fires  for  heating  the  Bath  Rooms,  which,  for  cleanliness  and 
efficiency,  are  without  a  rival,  though  the  system  may  prove  somewhat  costly 
in  careless  hands. 

The  Swimming  Baths,  open  from  April  to  October,  continue  popular. 
The  water  is  filtered  before  passing  into  the  baths,  and  is  changed  daily,  while 
the  temperature  is  kept  at  68  degrees  Faht.  A  Swimming  Master  and 
Mistress  are  in  daily  attendance  during  the  summer  months. 


Meteorology. 

Mr.  Barnitt,  in  furnishing  me  with  his  report  (Table  VI.),  as  he  has  done 
lor  a  long  period  of  years,  states :  — 

That  there  is  little  variation  from  former  years,  with  the  exception  of  the 
number  of  days  on  which  rain  fell,  it  being  ten  days  above  the  average.

On  July  19th  the  maximum  temperature,  90  degrees,  was  two  degrees 
higher,  and  on  February  8th  16-2,  one  degree  lower  than  1899. 

Drought  prevailed  from  August  26th  to  September  25th,  during  which 
period  the  rainfall  was  -209  inches  only. 

Rain  in  February  largely  exceeded  the  average,  on  the  30th  of  the  latter 
month  amounting  to  2*678  inches,  being  half-an-inch  more  than  previously 
recorded  for  the  past  thirty-live  years. 

There  are  only  two  other  instances  recorded  of  over  two  inches  rainfall 
in  twenty-four  hours,  viz.,  July  28th,  1866,  of  2*140  inches,  and  July  20th, 
1875,  of  2*127  inches. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  ready  help  and  courtesy  to  me  in  carrying  out  my  duties. 

To  my  fellow  practitioners  I  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  their  prompt 
Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases ;  and  to  Dr.  Rice  1  am  especially  indebted 
for  having  taken  up  my  duties  during  my  absence  when  sick  or  011  leave.
